ENGLAND'S BIG BOAT RACE. 


Origin ef the Annual Match Between 
Oxferd and Cambridge. 

In the year 1829 two university 
eights met {in a rowing match from 
Hambledon lock to Henley bridge. 
One crew wore dark striped Jerseys 
and black hats, and the other ap- 
peared tn white shirts, wearing a pink 
necktie, Che race was rowed In slow, 
heavy boats, built with bigh sides, and 
square ours propelled the crews along. 

No enthusiastic crowds lined the 
banks of the river al) along the course, 
and no evening papers, giving the re- 
sult of the race, sold in hundreds of 
thousands all over the country when 
the race was over. Yet this was the 
beginning of the most popular racing 
event in the rowing world—the Oxford | 
and Cambridge boat race. 

The boats used by the eights in those | 
days were cluinsy and uncomfortable. 
Sliding seats were unknown, and the— 
craft were weighed down witb heavy 
metal keels. Outriggers—the extended

FINDING COAL IN B.C. 


| 
INDIAN GAVE THE FIRST CLUE 


FOR A BOTTLE OF RUM. 


An Old Chief Who Had Brought His 
Gun to the Blacksmith to Be Re- 
paired Recognized ths Similarity of 
the Coal to the “Flack Stone” of 
Vancouver Island and Led the 
White Men to the Nanaimo Fieles. 


And as yet the mineral deposits of 
British Columbia have teen no more 
than scratched. Her coal deposits 
are the richest in that part of the 


continent lying west of ‘he Rocky 
Mountains. That means that British 
Columbia possesses the controlling 


element in the iitistrial life of the 
whcle Pacific Coast region of North 
America. 

And this suggests the remarkab!e 
story of the discovery of coal in Brit- 
ish Columbia. The story takes one 
back to the year 1840—the year of the 
Rebellion Losses Bill riots in Mont- 
teal, when the Houses of Parcament 
were burned; when Canad. consisted 
of the upper and lower provinces; 
when the Maritime Provinces were 
separate colonies; when the central 


| prairie west was a hunting ground of 


the Hudson Bay Co.; and when the 
first C lonial Government on the Pa- 
cific coast, that of Vancouver Island, 
was set up. The Hudson Bay Co, 
was still the great power on the coast, 
hay as it was in the interior. Short- 
y before that time Fort Victoria had 
been built and made the headquarters 
of the coast fur trade. At that time 
there was in the service of the com- 
any at Fort Victoria a man named 
oseph W. Mackay. One day in De- 
cember, 1849, while Muckay was en- 
gaged in the company’s office, posting 
books, the foreman of the blacksmith 
shop that stood a few yards away in 
the courtyard of the fort, entered the 
office and called aside Mackay to 
whom he repeated a remarkable story 
just told him by an Indian, 

It seemed that an old Nanaimo 
chief, from the vicinity of what was 
then called Pritection Island, had 
come to the blacksmith shop for the 

urpose of 'aving a yun repaired. 

hile waiting to have his job attend. 
ed to, he watched the men at their 
work, and noticed that they kept their 
forge fires burning by now and then 
throwing on them chunks of “black 
stone,” which, of course, was coal, 
carried to Victoria by ship, either 
from Great Britain or from eastern 
Canada. The Indian was surprised 
to see the ‘black stone’’ burn so 
fiercely, and after making a thorough 
examination of the coal he volunteer- 
ed the statement that there was plen- 
ty of “black stone’ where he lived. 
| The story at once interested Mac- 
, kay, and returning to the blacksmith 
|enop with the foreman, he had the 
Indian repeat his statement with more

that to ,a coast Indian was very at- 
| "tractive. He would not only repair 
| the old chief's gun “free of charge, but 
he would give him a bottle of rum, 
if he would bring to the blacksmith 
shop some of the “black stone’’ that, 
| he said, was to be found in his coun- 
try. 

The Indian accepted th2 offer, and 
with his gun repaired set out tor 
home, promising to bring soon to the 
shop the ‘black stone” 
that was to earn the bottle of rum. 

Months passed and nothing further 
was heard of the old chief and his 
“black stone.”’ It was supposed at the 
fort that he had forgotten all about 
his promise to earn the bottle of rum. 
The suppositions were wrong. It was 
illness and not negligence or bad faith 
that kept the Indian from returning 
to Victoria and fulfilling his promise. 
With the return of spring came a re- 
turn of health. One day early in 
April the old chief drew up his canoe 
on the shore near the fort at Victoria, 
It was heavily laden, for he had 
brought to the fort a cargo of coal. 

The coal was carried up to the 
blacksmith shop, and some of it was 
at once tested in the torge, when it 
was proved to be of excellent quality, 
The Indian told where he had found 
the “black stone,’’ and he was given 
the promised bottle of rum and some- 
thing besides; and so it came to the 
knowledge of white men that there 
were deposits of coal in Vancouver 
Island. 

With this valuable information in 
his possession, Mackay at once or- 
ganized a prospecting party, and fol- 
lowing the old chief’s directions, the 
men soon came to the land on the 
east shore of the island, near where 
now stands the city of Nanaimo. 

The coal deposits were found just 
as the faithful old Indian had de- 
scribed them. After making a more 
or elss superficial survey and obtain- 
ing a small quantity of coal, Mackay 
and his companions returned to Fort 
Victoria, where a favorable report on 
the discovery was made to the com- 
pany’s higher officials. It was forth- 
with determined to turn the discovery 
to practical accounts, but owing to 
other pressing business, the coal de- 
posit was neglected for some time. 

From the time when Mackay had 
prospected the deposit from which the 
chief had brought the “black 
stone’ in 1850, until the arrival of 
the first family of white miners, a 
year later, the Indians had taken 
out considerable coal from the de- 


| posit on what is now known as New-

Many Notable Men Have Worked For 


the Hudson Bay Corporation. ‘i 


Many men of note have served the 
‘Hudson Bay Co. during its eventful 
career, Probably the most prominent 
of present-day Canadians who have 
spent a considerable portion of their 
lives in the company’s employ is Lord 
Strathcona, the veteran High Com. , 
missioner of the Dominion in Lon. 
don. His connection with the great 
trading concern began as far back as 
1838, when, as Donald Smith, he left 
the United Kingdom to take up a jun- 
ior clerkship. On arriving in Canada 
he was almost at once sent to Labra- 
dor. His sterling ability was quiokly 
recognized, and he eventually became 
a resident governor of the company. 
While in Labrador he was threatened 
with snow-blindness, and had to drive 
several hundreds of miles through 
snow-carpeted forests to the nearest 
doctor. The treatment he received 
saved his eyesight, but the return 
journey was even worse than the com- 
ing. His two half-breed guides perish- 
ed from exposure, and he himself was 
almost dead when he reached his 
post. ' 

The full story of the Hudson Bay 
Co, affords ample material for many a 
bulky volume. The adventures of its 
trappers, conflicts with Frenchmen 
and Indians, and the hardships en- 
dured by its officials in traversing a 
country which in its pioneer days was 
inhospitable in the highest degree, are 
a storehouse of the sort of romance 


with which the early days of the 
British Empire were so plentifully 
adorned. Nor is this romance van- 
ished completely even in the€? less 


turbulent times. In the far nothern 
wilds, which are penetrated by ¢rap- 
pers in search of the furs dema\ided 
by the fashionable, a man still car- 
ties his life in his hands. Nature in 
its sternest aspect has to be faced in 
order that the fair shoulders of some 
leader of society may be decked out 
in the skins of the rare creatures of 
the Arctic forests. Yet the wild, free 
life of the woods continues to attract 
the class of man who feels cramped 
so long as he is unable to place ten 
miles between himself and the nearest 
of his fellows. It is no life for weak- 
lings, but those who adopt it would 
probably chafe exceedingly under any 
other conditions. 


Going Up—The Cost of Living. 

One would feel more complacent 
about it, regarding it as a struggle 
between the wholesaler and the mid- 
dleman, were it not for a sort of 
lady’s postscript to the report, in the 
form of a few pages on the subject of 
retail prices.

That is, in 1910 these people 
had $170.80 to spend for clothes, amus- 
ments, doctors’ bills, books and other 
necessaries, bvt in 191L they had only 
$135.96 for tlese purposes. It looks 
as if these pecple were learning poor 
Vilkins Micawber’s lesson of the dif- 
ference between happiness and mis- 
ery,—the sum total was only one little 
shilling in Micawber’s case, and there 


are a great many shillings in $34.84 
All the more likely is this typical 
Canadian family of 1911 to find it bas 
slid below the line of happiness, or 
rather that the waters of the never- 
ending flood of Deficit have risen 
above the floor of their little dwelling

Already 
the tendency of younger people to do | 
anything and everything but euiltl 
vate thy land Is apparent in many 
parts of our counttry. If the passion 
for makine things grow were aroused 
among the children, more of them 
would remain on farms. The growth 
of ihe cities at the expense of the 
rural population is not a healthy sign. 
Agriculture is no longer work for 
mere strength and muscle. The farm- 
er of to-day must be the equal in in- 
telligenco and business ability of his 
brothers in the cities, In no way 
can a boy learn this so well as by 
cultivating for himself a lot of land 
and bing encouraged to compete 
with Iads of his own age and to en- 
joy the results of his own industry.
